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Kishi Voices Hopes 
For Canberra Ties; 
Leaves for Manila 


CANBERRA (Kyodo-Reuter) — Prime Minister 
Nobusuke Kishi left here by air at 6:15 p.m. (5:15 p.m. 


JST) Thursday for Manila. 


In a press statement issued ad befoore ne left, 


the Japanese Prime Minister 


said: “J am now on my way 
home after having realized my 
long-standing umbition to visit 
your great country.” 

“We are thoroughly indebted 
and grateful to the Common- 
wealth state governments and 
civic authorities for the remark- 
ably efficient and considerate 
- way in which they have looked 
after us from the moment of 
our arrival until now.” 

Kishi earlier Thursday said he 
had “high hopes” for continued 
and closer cooperation between 
Australia and Japan. 

Speaking at a press confer- 
ence held in the Australian 
Federal Parliament House, Kishi 
said Japan and Australia were 
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Pacific se cre and although 
many problems might arise he 
believed there could be the con- 
tinued close cooperation which 
he favored. 

Kishi spent half an ‘hour an- 
swering through an interpreter 
questions from newsmen repre- 
senting all parts of the world. 

But there was no attempt by 
him to give answers to a long 
list of written questions which 
had been submitted to him in 
advance at the request of Japa- 
nese officials by reporters. 

The subjects with which Kishi 
dealt were: 

1. Japan’s attitude to the 
Indonesian claim to Dutch New 
Guinea—*“I hope that the prob- 
lem will be amicably discussed 
at the United Nations.” 

2. Kishi’s reaction to his 
reception in Australia and New 
Zealand—"I am very pleased to 
have had a wonderful reception 
in both countries. Mr. Menzies’ 
_ Visit to Japan last April started 
a new step forward in cement- 
ing the relationship between our 


visit to Australia will prove fo 
bé very useful for the further- 
ing of understanding and friend- 
ship between us.” 

3. Kishi’s views on disarma- 
ment—“I hope-that concrete 
agreement will be reached 
among the great powers on the 
general disarmament program 
and particularly on the nuclear 
weapons program.” 

4. Disagreement between 
Japan and Australia about the 
pearl shell fishing near Aus- 
tralia—“I discussed the question 
of pearling with Mr. Menzies 
at length this morning and had 
a very frank exchange of views. 
We agreed to try to continue 
our efforts to narrow down the 
differences of opinion between 
our countries.” 

5. Had Kishi had any success

Gaillard Wins 
Vote; Cabinet 
May Still Fall 


PARIS (AP) — Premier Felix 
Gaillard Thursday won a fifth 
confidence vote from Parliament 
on second reading of his eco- 
nomic powers bill, but there 
was danger that the Socialist 
ministers might bring down his 
Cabinet by resigning later in 
the day. . 


The official vote was 223 in 
fayor and 187 against. The op- 
position consisted mainly of 
Communists and Poujadists. 

Only 410 out of nearly 600 
Deputies were present, despite 
the importance of the vote. 

There were moments of panic 
when the ballot opened, be- 
cause few Government deputies 
were present in the Assembly. 
Frantic telephone calls brought 
members of the majority hasten- 
ing through the fog from all 
over Paris during the next 
hour, — 

Meanwhile, Socialist opposition 
to much of the Gaillard finan- 
cial program, which the special 
powers vote now permits him 
to impose, was so strong that 
their ministers in the coalition 
were threatening resignation. 

Gaillard t.'d friends he would 
certainly resign if the Socialists 
carry out their threat. That 
could plunge France into its 25th 
postwar crisis just one month 
to the day since the Gailiard 
Cabinet was first accepted by 
the National Assembly. 


NATO to Decide 
U.K. Troops Issue 


LONDON (Kyodo-UP)—Brit- 
ain, with German consent, toss- 
ed thé constroversial issue of 
continued German financial sup- 
port for the upkeep of 63,000 
British troops into the 15-nation 
NATO council, thus raising it 
from. bilateral to multilateral 
level. 

Thus, Great Britain and West 
Germany quietly removed a 
major obstacle to quick agree- 
ment on joint NATO policy from 
the agenda of top-level Anglo- 
German talks here Wednesday 
night. 

West German Foreign Minis- 
ter Heinrich von Brentano, who 
arrived here for pre-NATO talks 
with British Prime Minister 
Harold Macmillan and Foreign 
Secretary Selwyn Lioyd, will 
now be able to concentrate 
with his British partners entire- 
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ly on NATO policy matters.

[Japan Labor 
Productivity 
Has Doubled: 
White Paper 


Japan’s labor productivity in 
1956 ‘was double the 1951 year 
level as a result of the enforce- 


sures for industrial rationaliza- 
tion, according to the Ministry 
of International Trade and In- 
dustry. 

The ministry, in its “White 
Paper on Industrial Rationaliza- 
tion,” released yesterday, re- 
viewed efforts thus far made by 
both the Government and priv- 
ate circles, pointing out the 
course to be taken in the future 
for the rationalization drive. | 

While admitting steady ad- 
vancement of productivity and 
increase in capital accumulation, 
the document noted “a consider- 
able. backwardness” in- tech- 
nology and equipment as com- 
pared with the European and 
American standards. 

The white paper believed it 
was necessary for Japan’s in- 
dustry to (1) employ higher 
technical know-how in the ma- 
chine industry; (2) develop 
new fields; (3) ensure cheap, 
abundant and stabilized indus: 
trial energy, and (4) modernize 
small and medium enterprises, 
in order to rival the increas. 
ingly keen competition on the 
world market. 


More concretely, the paper 
pointed out; 

1. Production of one ton of 
high furnace pig iron in 195) 
required 1,103 kilograms of 
iron ore, 74 kilograms of scrap 
iron and $15 kilograms of coke, 
In 1956, the raw materials 
necessary to turn out the same 
amount of pig iron were cut 
down to 911 kilograms, 13 
kilograms and 742. kilograms, 
respectively. Similar trends 
were seen in the case of rayon 
staple and pulp. 

2. The labor productivity in- 
dex, which represents the com- 
bined result of capital, tech- 
nology and labor, reached 206 
in the latter half of 1956 from 
100 in the first half of 1951.

Casey Lashes Moves,

Casey said “We all hope this 
is a hypothetical matter that 
will not arise. If by misfortune 
it does, the Government would 
give every cympathetic con- 
sideration to receiving as many 
Dutch nationals as possible as 
-a humanitarian gesture,”

vering aimed at forcing the 
Netherlands to turn over Dutch 
New Guinea to Indonesia and 
probably foreshadowing a com- 
plete break in diplomatic rela- 
tions. 

The expulsion order came 
from the Ministry of Justice, 
which told all unemployed 
Dutch citizens to get out of the 
country. The Immigration Ser- 
vice said the order also applied 
to all Dutch citizens whose jobs 
could be filled by Indonesians. 

Indonesian spokesmen said 
about 50,000 Dutch nationals 
would be expelled. 

At the same time, the Foreign 
Ministry told the Dutch diploma- 
tic mission in Jakarta to close 
its consulates. 

A note handed to Henarix 
Hasselman, head of the mission, 
said: “In view of the present 
political developments the 
Indonesian Government no lIon- 
ger sees the benefit of continued 
existence of the Dutch con- 
sulates.” 


The closure order affects six 
consulates throughout Indo- 
nesia. The diplomatic mission 
in Jakarta was allowed to re- 
main open but was told to 
cease immediately ail activities 
in the press, cultural and mili- 
tary fields. 

The ‘Immigration Service an- 
nounced the first Dutch nation- 
als who have to leave Indo- 
nesia age those paid by the 
Dutch Government, such as 
employes of the Royal Dutch 
Airlines (KLM). 

A spokesman said about 9,000 
Dutchmen fall into this cate- 


gory. .

Two-thirds of the prospective 
repatriates are Eurasians born 
in Indonesia. Although the 
Indonesian Government in 1951 
offered them citizenship, few ac- 
cepted because Eurasians were 
even less popular than the 
Dutch with the Indonesian na- 
tionalists. 

Some 5,000 Indonesians live 
in the Netherlands. Most of 
them are students, shopkeepers 
or cooks in the country’s main 
Indonesian restaurants,

Crash Kills 73, 


Injures 200 


LONDON (AP) — Rescue 
workers said Thursday approx- 
imately 100 persons died in the 
crash of two commuter trains 
Wednesday. 

Grimy and blood-spattered the 
enivage crews, moving through 
a nightmare scene of fog and 
twisted metal, brought out 73 
bodies. They said 25 to 35 other 
bodies still were trapped in the 
mangled coaches. 


In addition police said, more 
than 200 others were injured, 
ineluding 110 seriously hurt. 
Determination of the final toll 
of dead and injured may take 
several days. 


Tarpaulin screens were 
erected along roadways over- 
looking the hideous scene ia 
southeast London hiding the 
wreckage from passing motor- 
ists and the curious. 


The coming of daylight and 
the thinning of the fog revealed 
the enormity of the disaster. 
Transport Minister Harold 
Watkinson visited the scene, 


Queen Elizabeth II sent a 
message expressing sympathy 
to the relatives of the dead 
and to the injured. Expres- 
sions of sympathy also came 
from the House of Commons 
which, on hearing the news, 
continued in session until early 


The tremendous pileup of 
railway cars, girders from a 
smashed viaduct and human 
bodies occurred in thick fog 
Wednesday night, 


An 11-coach steam train drove 
into the rear of a 10-coach elec. 
tric train halted at the busy 
Parks Bridge junction in south- 
east London. 

The trains carried 2,000 Lon- 
don commuters bound for the 
southern dormitory towns of 
Deal, Folkestone and Hayes in 
Kent. 

Cars from the stearn train re- 
ared high in the air, bringing 
down part of an overhead bridge 
carrying another electric line. 

An eight-coach train on this 
line stopped with the front 
wheels of-the locomotive over- 
hanging the scene of horror be- 
low, : 


Some 200 tons of steel torn 
loose from the yiaduct plunged 
down on the two wrecked 
trains, One girder split a pas- 
senger coach from end to end.

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Girard Off. Today; 
Pays Court Bill 


By The Associated Press 
CAMP DREW—Japan yester- 
day billed homebound U.S. Army 
Pvt. William S. Girard 11,374 
yen ($31.60)—the convicted GI's 
share of the cost of his 10-week 
manslaughter trial. 


Girard, who is being allowed 
to leave Japan today on a three- 
year suspended sentence, 
promptly paid the amount in 
doliars to an army official for 
forwarding to the Maebashi 
District Court. 


In addition to getting a sus- 
pended sentence, he was order- 
ed to pay the costs of witnesses 
at the long trial. 

Presiding Judge Yuzo Kawa- 
chi said at the time he excused 
Girard from paying total court 
costs because of the soldier's 
financial position. 


The controversial firing range 
killing cost the U.S. Army at 
least $90,000 in manpower, ma- 
terial and communications, ac- 
cording to an authoritative esti- 
mate, Japan’s cost of prosecut- 
ing Girard has been estimated 
at only about $2,000, 


The army has offered 629,596 
- ($1,748.32) condolence 
money to Akikichi Sakai, widow- 
er of the woman killed by 
Girard, but he has refused to ac- 
cept it so far. 


The 11,374 yen charge was for 
a total of about 20 separate ap- 
pearances by 11 Japanese wit- 
nésses at the trial who received

It was agreed that poverty 
and overpopulation, especially 
inthe rural districts, were the 
prime causes of prostitution 
since these forced women. to 
seek a better way of life in the 
cities, where they were eventual- 
ly led astray. 

The delegates agreed it was 
necessary to establish an Asian 


survey agency to investigatethe . 


conditions of prostitutes and 
white slavery, as well as ex- 
change information on legal 
ways to eradicate prostitution 
from the Asian area.

(Nihon Shohin 
Tenrankai), which had taken on 
the job of sponsoring the fair, 
had been awaiting word on the 


signing of the .memorandum 
from the Communist: China 
Trade Promotion Committee. 


Since no reply had arrived by 
Wednesday, the sponsors decid- 
ed to cancel the fair. 


One of the reasons the Chi- 
nese side failed to sign the 
memorandum was believed to be 
that there had been no assur 
ance from the Japanese Govern- 
ment that it would not take 
fingerprints of the visiting Chi- 
nese officials when the Commu- 
nist Chinese sample fairs were 
held in Kobe and Nagoya. 

Another reason is believed to 
be that the Chinese side feels 
that the holding of sample fairs 
without the conclusion of a 
Communist China-Japan trade 
agreement would resuit in Japa- 
nese traders becoming less en- 
thusiastic about concluding such 
an arrangement. 

Officials of the Japanese asso- 
ciation, accordingly, decided 
Wednesday night to rescind the 
provisionary contract to load 
items for the fair on the Tosan 
Maru of the Toho Marine Trans- 
portation Co. on Dec. 20. 

The sample fair was scheduled 
to be held also in Wuhan from 
March 28. 

The Japanese Government has 
promised to submit a bill to the 
coming ordinary Diet session to 
revise the Immigration Control 
Law so that Chinese officials 
coming for the Kobe and Na- 
goya fairs need not be finger- 
printed.

Latest Building Techniques—Foremost Nngineering 
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The Fujiyama Diplomacy 

Foreign Minister Aiichiro Fujiyama has been in control 
of the nation’s diplomatic policies for less than five months, 
During this time his actions have been closely watched by 
the people, especially since he is by his own admission an 
“amateur” in the foreign affairs field. 

It is, of course, only fair to Mr. Fujiyama to point out 
that five months is certainly too short a period to make 
a definite evaluation of his capabilities as Foreign Minister. 
We would not do that even for an experienced diplomat 
placed in that post of high responsibility. 

But it seems that some people are extremely impatient. 
And we are beginning to hear critical comments against 
the Foreign Minister from a segment within the ruling 
Liberal-Democratic Party itself. 


This group of critics is made up of former career 


diplomats who have turned politician and of Diet members 
who are greatly concerned with Japan’s defense problems. 


It is, in short, a gathering of Liberal-Democrats who 
profess to be experts—and thus have strong convictions— 
on how Japan should conduct her foreign affairs and defend 
herself. And for that reason their statements do deserve 
serious attention, aside, of course, from their attempt to 
place all the responsibility upon Mr. Fujiyama. 


In analyzing the position taken by this Liberal- 
Democratic group, it must be noted, first of all, that its 
members are seriously concerned over the present world 
situation and base their views on the premise that. inter- 
national tension is being gradually intensified. 

Secondly, they hold that Japan must revamp her defense 
structure to put it into greater conformity with the new 
age of missiles. Their line of argument is that this is no 
time for Japan to continue her stubborn objection to the 
installation of atomic and missile weapons in Japan. 

They contend also that close alignment with the United 
States is of paramount importance to Japan and that this 
nation would have nothing to gain and everything to lose 
by embracing a policy of neutrality, 


Opposed to this line of reasoning is the view held by 
_ the majority of the Liberal-Democratic Party—and this is 
also the position generally taken by the Government. 
This group claims that international tension has not 
necessarily been heightened by the Soviet boast of their 
success in.perfecting the intercontinental ballistic missile. 
It is held that while the Soviet ICBM may have tipped the 
Bast-West nuclear balance, this is only of a temporary 


nature. 


The proponents of this viewpoint do not believe that 
Japan Should launch a missile program of her own just 


because other nations are doing so. 


They argue that this 


nation. should keep within its means in building up its 
defense potential to guard against internal disturbances 
and conflicts of a localized character. 

They contend also that while close association with 
the United States is desirable, it should not preclude Japan's 
pursuance of friendly relations with her neighbors in Asia. 


In fact, the two should not 
according to this view.

Most unhappily, the President 
has been stricken again, and this 
time at a very grave moment 
indeed in the fortunes of this 
country and of the whole West- 
ern world. It is a time which 
tries men’s souls. It is one 
when the demands upon the 
President of the United States 
are exceptionally severe. Even 
the most robust President would 
find them a fearful strain, and 
for one who is an invalid they 
must be just about intolerable. 

To all this other burdens, 
there has now been added the 
burden of deciding what is his 
duty, given the stark fact that 
for some time to come he must 
be spared hard work and that 
he will not be able in fact to do 
what is demanded of him, Ina 
formal and narrow sense of the 
words it is no doubt true, as 
Nixon said at the White House 
on Tuesday, that the President 
is fully eapable of making neces- 
But that is a 
Jong way short of being capable 
of formulating the policies 
which come 2 3 for decision, and 
of the leadership which is need- 
ed to carry them out,

Australia, Japan to Keep 


Close Ties: Communique 


CANBERRA . (Kyodo-Reuter) 
—Australia and Japan will con- 
tinue close touch in the future, 
a joint communique issued by 
Australian Prime Minister Ro- 
bert Menzies and Japanese 
Prime Minister Nobusuke Kishi 
said Thursday night. 


The two prime ministers is- 
sued the communique as Kishi 
left Australia at the end of a 
four-day visit as the guest of 
the Commonwealth Government. 

The communique said talks 
during the past two days on the 
international situation and prob- 
lems directly affecting Aus- 
tralia and Japan have been cor- 
dial and valuable. 


The communique said “good 
relations already existing be- 
tween ‘Australia and Japan 
should provide a sound basis for 
continued cooperation. 


“Both countries are guided in 
their foreign policies by the 
purposes and principles.of the 
United Nations and seek the 
maintenance of world peace and 
justice in accordance with the 
U.N. Charter, 


“Each is a Pacific power in- 
volved by geography in common 
problems.” 


Discussion between the prime 
ministers revealed a large 
measure of agreement on the 
principles and objectives in 
their respective international 
policies. 

The communique said Japan 
and Australia attached import- 
ance to the maintenance of pros- 
perous world conditions which 
would help sustain the flow of 
world trade. , 


In exchanging the instruments 
of ratification of the Japanese 
trade agreement on Dec. 4, the 
prime ministers agreed good 
progress was being made in de- 
veloping trade between the two 
countries. 


Menzies and Kishi exchanged 
views on the proposed European 
Common Market scheme and ex- 
pressed a common desire the 
market would not be developed 
exclusive of the interests of 
countries: outside the area. 

“The prime ministers believed 
that the need of underdevelop- 
ed countries for economic 
advancement is a major chal- 
lenge and progress toward meet- 
ing this need will contribute 
to peace and stability not only 
of underdeveloped countries 
but of the world generally,” the 
communique said. 

The prime ministers wel- 
comed the

If Eisenhower does this, he 
will be putting into effect the 
relevant part of the plan, which 
Attorney General Brownell with 
his approval, laid before Con- 
gress last April. ‘Section 2 of 
the Ejisenhower-Brownell plan 
meets the present situation ex- 
actly, It reads as follows: “If 
a President declares in writing 
that he is unable to discharge 
the powers and duties of his of- 
fice, such wers and duties 
shall be discharged by the Vice 
President as Acting President, 
This section authorizes a Presi- 
dent to announce his own in- 
ability and allows him to do 80, 
knowing that his powers and 
duties will be restored to him 
when he recovers.” 


I know of only one serious ob- 
jection to this procedure. It is 
that the Vice President would 
be in a hard position, not kKnow- 
ing how long he was to act as 
President and therefore com- 
pelled to guess whether the 
President, when he recovered, 
would approve of what he was 
doing. This might be particu- 
larly difficult in case he had 
to make appointments to the 
senior Cabinet posts. 


Though there is weight in 
this objection, the question is 
whether the third course is, 
nevertheless, not preferable, on 
the one hand, to government by 
a kind of self-constituted and 
anonymous regency, and, on the 
other hand, to the momentous 
and irrevocable act of resigna- 
tion. I think it would be the 
best choice among choices of 
which none is anything but un- 
pleasant. For Vice President 
Nixon, who has been maturing 
successfully, has in the past 
year shown that he has the 
vigor and the boldness to go in 
the direction that Eisenhower 
himself would go—if he had 
the necessary vigor of mind and 
body. 

There is another reason why 
it would be a good thing for the 
President to take this course. 
It would establish a necessary 
and useful precedent as to what 
can be done under the Consti- 
tution when the President, 
though disabled, is still capable 
of judging that he is disabled. 


This, to be sure, solves only 
part of the problem of Presi- 
dential disability, There would 
remain the problem of what to 
do if the President is uncons- 
cious or irrational. But it 
would meet, the most likely 
situation, and in fact it would 
have met all the situations—of 
Garfield, of Wilson, and of 
Eisenhower himself — which 
have in fact presented them- 
selves.

Konotori or Japanese storks 
were formerly abundantly seen 
in many parts of the country 
but the birds have become rare 
in recent years and are now 
seen only occasionally.  Tsuru- 
yama (stork mountain) of Izu- 
shi, Hyogo Prefecture, is now 
famous for the birds, and kono- 
tori in this area are protected 
by law. 


Konotori is easily recognized, 
as it is big and white with black 
wing tips and a red circle around 
the eyes. Their nests are al- 
ways made on top of big trees 
or sometimes on the roof of 
houses and even on telegraph 
poles. 


In the old days, there were 
many spots noted for konotori, 
and many stories are told about 
them. 


The Sho-o-ji Temple at Shimo- 
chiba, on the southern bank of 
the Arakawa Canal near Tokyo 
was formerly famous for this 
bird which nested in the trees 
in its compound, according to 
a book written in the Kansel 
Era (1789-1800). 


The storks made their nests 
in the temple trees but above 
their nests sparrows built their 
nests, and the two’ groups of 
birds lived together, helping 
one another. 

‘They attracted wide attention, 
and people came from great dis- 
tances to watch them. One 
traveler, after watching the 
birds and their nests, asked the 
priest of the temple how the 
two different species came to 
build their nests in the same 
trees, 


The priest explained that ants 
had come to the konotori’s nests 
while bird lice also pestered the 
chicks. So the sparrows made 
their nests above the konotori's 
end daily caught the ants and 
lice, 


lt was also said that snakes 
often attacked the sparrows’ 
nests, but the konotori came to 
their rescue and chased the 
snakes away.
